SAN FRANCISCO NOTES 


There are several exceptions the general dull “Oh heck, let’s 
dust off our permanent collections and let that” air 
galleries this month. 


The Paris has good group show works the thirty- 
two artists who have exhibited there during the past year. The 
Legion Honor shows some beautiful rubbings from early Chi- 
nese tiles, the drawing them full life that shames most 
modern efforts: the rubbings were made Paul Forster. There 
also one man show John Young, free, bold, 
and somewhat caligraphic, landscapes. 


shows are one called Landscapes: American and 
European, with such widely varied signatures Van Gogh. 
Tolegian, Renoir and Dr. Atl: and the Blanding collection 
William Keiths. 

Most varied fare the month offered the San Francisco 
Museum Art, starting with the large show paintings and 
drawings Max Beckmann. Beckmann’s oils are rather harsh 
color, with lots black outlines and modelings, 
pleasant close range. Farther away the color becomes more 
related, kinder, but still far from what known juicy, with 
kind harsh, dry vigor. 

Probably the most successful these paintings are two the 
larger ones, Four Men Around Table, 1943, and Women Dutch 
Costume, singularly unsentimentalized semi-nudes. 

Paul Strand’s photographs, mainly New York, the 
and Mexico, are beautiful but hard see, since they are mounted 
under glass, which makes for bothersome reflections. 

Graham Sutherland, English and Bart Perry use 
watercolor medium, the first rather messily, the 
second expertly bright patterns geometric shapes vaguely rem- 
iniscent scrambled semaphores. 

Contemporary Watercolors include landscape factory buildings 
under snow, Emil Ganso, John Marin Deer Island, and 
others other well known eastern artists. 

There large show the work Pedro Figari, Uruguayan artist 
who lived from 1861 1938, and left exuberant record 
life his native painted, strangely enough, was 
the thirty just preceding his birth. His color subtle, pale 
off-pinks and delicate blues, rich grays, soft yellows, brownish 
purples and earth browns. His style simple, almost unmodeled, 
shapes color with features and other details set roughly, 
drawings children. His subjects are native dances, scenes 
the elegant society the time, done with restrained and charming 
humor, horses the plains, few landscapes, and Uruguayan 
Negro life with it’s rightly decorative costumes and customs, all 
done with obvious enjoyment which good see. 

show called Fifteen Latin American Painters, interesting 
see that our Good Neighbors seem betray much the same 
European influences which make our own exhibits 
Rivera, Tamayo and Orozco course use native source material, 
and the paintings self taught artists are usually sincere responses 
native surroundings.

The camera work and laboratory work are both excellent, and 
rival the work any nation Europe. There’s reason for this 
excellent quality: almost all the men film leadership 
Poland today are American-trained and worked for American com- 
panies Europe. One the best European cameramen, Lt. For- 
bert, once worked for March Time; Ford worked for Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer; Turbowicz worked for News. Almost 
without exception key men Polish films have had American film 
experience.

The fate Hollywood Bowl has been less pleasant. After several 
years effective work operating head the Hollywood Bowl 
organization Mrs. Carter was squeezed out and replaced the 
politically minded candidates group local businessmen, who 
saw the Bowl means local aggrandizement. Since that time 
the Bowl has been enormously enlarged, beyond its acoustical 
capacity, that from many seats one can scarcely hear the 
orchestra, let alone the soloists. great campaign publicity has 
made Hollywood Bowl famous and has also made cheap but not 
inexpensive. Since the end Mrs. Carter’s regime notable programs 
classical and contemporary music have been given Hollywood 
Bowl, but the continuing tendency has been reduce and far 
possible eliminate any programs likely cause deficit. Bickering 
among the Bowl management have caused many 
changes policy and promoted many questionable adventures. 
the present time Hollywood Bowl, unlike Redlands Bowl, neither 
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independent nor center community interest. show-place 
providing variety entertainment; retains neither the good- 
will nor the support persons interested genuine musical 
community development. 


The adjective “vulgar” has two connotations: “Of, characteristic of, 
the common and “plebian, coarse, low.” What belongs 
and characteristic the common people cannot ever 
without beauty. Whether the folk gather blankets 
dresses come together solemnly streetcar drive walk 
down from their houses the park, whether they themselves will 
dance and sing stay quietly and watch; they are reaching out 
many spirits together, with the scarcely individualized sensibilities 
plain habitual people, toward experience none them 
separately can they are receiving from distance and 
drawing out their own recesses unifying realization. This 
they cannot pay for—it not entertainment. They cannot prepare 
for it—it does not require the ultimately satisfying concentrated 
art. What they must carry from will small 
their many lives. Yet they cannot live well without it. 
and the desperate warrens the lonely cities they rush about 
madly replace this deeply laid communal satisfaction with the 
frantic need any entertainment. 


Redlands many lives have drawn together contentment. 
The Bowl concerts and Mrs. Mullen have become for changing thou- 
sands symbols and means inward flowing, undemonstrative and 
reticent. These are opportunities dedicated not the few who are 
pretend esthetically articulate but the many who 
their own lifetime may never articulate. They are given 
those who come wanting know, wanting like, those upon 
whom their gentler pleasures must fall like rain ripening them. 
Redlands Bowl from the beginning the soil association has 
been the weekly practice community singing, fertilized the 
addition the performed arts. Across the broad white platform 
before the prosellis great artists the cosmopolitan world have 
passed sing, dance—Southern California artists. 
and amateurs Redlands and neighboring communities, and 
children. Through the years the people have come together every 
week renew themselves with singing, before any other artist 
shall sing play dance. The wise artist who visits Redlands 
will take time leave the dressing rooms, walk out past the 
prosellis, around the Bowl, mingle with and listen among the 
common folk who sit the grass. 


Hollywood has long since lost this grace. Here the feverish 
business entertainment crushes reticence chaos. All 
ness, noisy, ostentatious. For the the 
the hard and brassy impresarios the 
concert business Hollywood horrible and bright. has 
orchestra: has lights and names: great crowds swarm 
attend it. hideous Pleasure Island, stupid drunken 
man lurching along street between store-front and gutter. 
brassy and raw without the honesty good 
“Bread ard circuses!” But here neither food nor 
ment. Another refuge the lonely citizen has been made ridiculous 
and destitute communal significance. One thinks these people 
one remembers them through the years, out under the 
shell upon the little distant stage boast through the amplifiers 
which they have contributed neither good taste, nor 
imagination, nor even gentility gentleness, but only their presence 
backstage politicians. 


Good work can still done occasionally Hollywood 
conductors and musicians who insist offering substantial work- 
manship, but the indifferent weight the place and the attendant 
mob lies wholly against such practice.

Shortly after the nationally publicized Los Angeles suit riots’’ the 
summer 1943, new element was introduced into the unstable chemis- 
try the city’s race relations. 

This, inauspicicusly enough, was the formation amateur dance out- 
fit about dozen teen-age boys and girls from the bad-housing 
area the East side. The kids called themselves the Pan-American Dance 
Group, and drew their membership from the same lost and unhapy Spanish- 
speaking youth whose social and economic frustrations were resulting 
the protest culture exaggerated dress, private language and 
aggressive behavior. 

would seem that the organization few underprivileged youngsters 
practice one the minor arts could have little bearing the social 
headaches jam-packed war-boomed city. But the Pan-American Dance 
Group appears have acted catalyst, among the other social organiza- 
tions and public agencies doing effective work the East side, produce 
whole pattern group integration affecting not only the Spanish-speak- 
ing community but also the Negro, Russian, Nisei, Jewish and others the 
East side’s legion minorities.

And the kids themselves, 
perhaps sensing that here their racial background enabled them make 
special contribution American culture, found the Group more fun than 
street corners, neighborhood juke boxes and dubious night-time activities 
hopped-up jalopies. 

The Group’s work showed steady artistic improvement. Though there was 
considerable turnover membership, central core really interested 
kids spent large part their after-school and week-end time sewing 
costumes, dancing and horsing around together social way.

Librarian’s Control Counter and Work Space with desk and Con- 
ference Table. The arrangement offered allows one Librarian 
supervise the entire building from the location her work space. 


The Reference Alcove and Catalogues are located where people 
can easily ask questions the librarian, and near the Book 
Elevator where books are sometimes brought from basement storage. 


The Study and Reading area provided with both tables and in- 
formal chair groups and with exhibit space for new books. 


The Browsing Room for casual reading and comfortable relaxa- 
tion. Current newspapers, periodicals, and pamphlets are kept here. 


Children’s Room. The presented plan will altered provide 
tables for twenty school children home work; allow outdoor 
and indoor space for the librarian conduct Story Hour; hold 
about 8,000 children’s books.

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MONDRIAN AND THE SQUARING THE CIRCLE 


Although classifiable severe abstractionist and believing 
his vision have itself from qualities inherent 
and Piet Mondrian was sensitive the world 
place change—a fact proved his last canvases done 
America, Boogie Woogie” and Boogie 

Yet when Mondrian heard the latest American jazz, did 
not alter the style his art while undergoing some obscure 
conversion, did other foreign painters after coming this 
country; rather, translated his new subject-matter into his 
established idiom and style, merely complicating the design 
and adding colors. However, the color these ‘‘renderings 
occurs small individual patches and gives the ef- 
fect plaid; result, the primaries, red, blue, and yellow, 
occur more harmoniously, plastically than before: put 
analogy, Mondrian orchestrated his colors. 

seems very striking that whereas Mondrian could derive 
purely geometrical impression Trafalgar Square, London, 
his usual manner, the skyscrapers America failed in- 
spire him fresh geometrical visions, and instead was 
transfixed music, which exists time rather than space.

International building standards are being given serious thought 
several countries the hope increasing the speed rebuilding 
devastated areas and making easier the flow from country country 
building materials. 

The French national standardizing body, Association Francaise 
Normalisation, has asked the United Nations Standards Coordinating 
Committee for international project through which standard 
building unit can established for the coordination dimensions 
all building materials and equipment. The French organization 
has suggested module cm.

(1) Choice international metric module; (2) Unification 
the methods dimensioning drawings; (3) Uni- 
fication set-out drawings; (4) Unification methods test and 
standards quality for the various usual building materials; (5) 
Unification dimensions for interchangeability and overall di- 
mensions equipment and appliances; (6) Unification acous- 
tical and heat measurement methods.

fication and most consistent with present building practice.

Human vision not merely mirroring external 
reality; simultaneous emotional response inheres every act 
perception. This response determined not only the things 
which are represented but also the visual qualities which are 
the vehicles this representation. The structure brightness 
values photographic image evokes not only the percept and 
the affective tone the things makes visible but also innate 
feeling-quality its sensuous assimilation. 

Vision thus has always double component: the perspective 
the objective world, life is; and the perspective the 
beholder with his aspirations, dreams, and passions, life 
would like see it. The true vision reality lies the con- 


these two; life seen not only through the eye and 


intellect but also through the heart. Photography short-circuited 
this wholeness vision. For achieve its full potentialities 
and become more than recording instrument, must syn- 
chronize with its precision flexibility, intimacy, and spontaneity 
embodied the sensuous structure light relationships. 
Camera-less photography, unchained from the compulsion op- 
tical truth, helped explore this poetry light. Insofar 
escapes becoming means playing with forms 
personal language, has important function fermenting the 
visual arts based upon photographic techniques.

“HARMONY ‘A’ 
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Conference, Cal-Tech, the City Hall Pan-American Day Cele- 
bration, the Treasury Department’s Rose Bowl War Bond drive, 
and, concert for highbrows, the Ebell Theater. 
The Group got around, and the response its widened audience 
was perhaps typically expressed the Music Director Hollywood 
Bowl, Dr. Karl Wecker, who observed one performance: “More 
than demonstration dancing skill, was conclusive proof 
what can done teen-age youth when their enthusiasm and 
interest are directed into proper channels.” 
July 1944 the Group was ready, under the sponsorship 
International Institute, with elaborate and ambitious recital 
twelve dances, plus original California ballet. Now billed 
the Pan-American Youth Theater, the kids gave out with such 
exotic and little-known dances the Chilean Cueco, the Tehuan- 
tepec Sandunga, and the Venezuelan Waltz Joropo, well 
the better-known Brazilian Samba. The show was staged with near- 
professional impact Roosevelt High School audiiorium, and 
one thousand people, many whom were neither parents nor 
friends, planked down sixty cents for seat. 
Miss Innes, who now had been put the modest payroll 
the Los Angeles Youth Project, says that that time she had 
begun note deepening feeling among the kids against other 
minority groups. These prejudices were reciprocated, with each 
minority finding its most convenient butt for expressing its own 
insecurity, its neighboring cultural community. Thus, the Mexican 
kids the Flats reproached each other for small meannesses 
saying, “Don’t Jew.” And the light-skinned Spanish-speaking 
youth referred their darker-skinned Spanish-speaking brothers 
“niggers.” Street fights along racial lines occurred. 
Other adults and many the youngsters themselves became aware 
how these conditions weakened, among other things, the spirit 
and energies naiion war for its life. For about this time 
they organized mass Youth Festival Evergreen Playground. 
All youth agencies and many private social organizations worked 
the affair, including such heterogeneous outfits the YMCA, 
the Jewish Community Center, the American Legion, the city 
Playground Department, Negro church groups, the Catholic Com- 
munity Center, the Daughters the American Revolution and the 
American Youth for Democracy. More than five hundred young- 
sters all colors and persuasions took part the Youth Festival. 
sponsored patriotic parade floats and banners and inter- 
racial teen-age dance with music supplied professional jive 
band. 
The Festival clicked with the kids and had permanent results 
interracial friendship. Many the agencies involved continued 
and expanded their cooperation the formation the Hollenbeck 
Council Youth. Several issues youth newspaper were 
published. All-Naiions club with large Negro membership 
was formed. The Soto-Michigan Jewish Community Center opened 
its stage and craft workshops all the kids and offered the aid 
its dance and drama directors. 
All these activities culminated August with the presen- 
tation the interracial musical revue, “Hello Neighbor, Hello.” 
Preceding the show, “work Sundays” were held, drawing large 
numbers Mexican, Negro and Jewish kids who got know and 
like each other working together building sets, designing and 
sewing costumes, and rehearsing their performances. The show 
was presented two successive nights Roosevelt auditorium 
before total about 1500 people. Twenty well-staged numbers 
were given including the Inca ballet “Tree Norman 
Corwin’s Moment the Nation’s Time” and Herbert Kholos’ 
“GI Lullaby.” From Hollywood came volunteer professional help 
script and music, and Earl Robinson OK’d the use his songs 
“The House Live In” and “Free and Equal Blues.” 
measure how far the Pan-Am kids had left their own prejudices 
behind came immediately following presentation “Hello Neigh- 
bor, Hello!” When several outstanding Negro and Jewish players 
and dancers were invited join the Group. This miniature mar- 
riage minorities was once effected, the pleasure all kids 
concerned, and though the Group retained its Pan-American name, 
has ever since been broadly interracial. The newly expanded

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Group soon wrote out new constitution which proclaimed that 
“we will not perform for any group that has discrimination 
race, creed color.” Most its activities were now carried 
the Second Street School and the Jewish Community Center. 
But small scale good intentions don’t change ugly facts. About 
this time interracial fighting broke out again the Flats. 
started Wednesday among junior high school kids. 
Friday older brothers and sisters and even parents had become 
involved and blood was let many pavement, the East side 
having suddenly become jungle youthful Negroes and Mexicans 
armed with stones, slingshots, pipe lengths, and knives, while city 
police toured the area radio cars without being able get 
the guts the problem, since mass arrests seemed only intensify 
racial hatreds. 

But now the East side had its own weapons fight this ugly thing. 
Members the Pan-Am Group and the All-Nations Club spent 
Saturday touring the area jalopies, rounding kids who had 
been involved the fights. With the cooperation and leadership 
Mr. Sidney Green, manager Aliso Village, about fifty 
the battlers met Aliso that night, including the Negro president 
the All-Nations Club and the Mexican leader the Fourth 
Street Gang. Like good Americans—and better than their elders 
international scale—they talked over, and each group 
agreed “call off the beef you will.” 


The following Friday United Youth Rally was held Soto 
Michigan Jewish Community Center. More than 1000 kids jammed 
the small auditorium. the motion young Barney Melendez, 
member the Pan-Am dancers, was unanimously agreed, 
first, that the “beef” was finished, that council 
all races should once formed act junior United Nations 
settle any future beefs. This was done, and the East Side 
Interracial Youth Council,/under Community Chest sponsorship, 
was formed. still existence, safety valve time 
future need. 


Parenthetically, might noted that the outbreak racial 
fighting the East side was closely followed the appearance 
Los Angeles the Detroit rabble-rouser Gerald Smith. 
There have been occasional small-scale outbreaks the same nasiy 
business the East side since the big peace pow-wow. But the 
kids now feel they’ve got the thing licked. few months ago 
Negro boy was shot the leg grudge Mexican lad from 
the Mission Street Night Raiders. Instead touching off new 
wave revenge violence, the Negro and Spanish-speaking groups 
joined together visit the victim the hospital and chipped 
buy him box candy. 


Another example how wide and deeply this harmony thing has 
spread the East side the fact that the last president and vice 
president the Pan-Am Group, both Mexican extraction, were, 
respectively, the last vice president and president the Roosevelt 
High School student body. And over the West side, the last 
president the predominantly white student body Belmont 
High School was Negro. 

But the real triumph the Pan-American Dance Group, and 
the whole East side movement toward racial friendship, came last 
February mass meeting sponsored the Los Angeles Youth 
Council celebrate Brotherhood Week. good 3500 yelping 
sockers, Pachucos, Negroes, Chinese, Nisei, Filipinos, 
Mexicans, Jews, Catholics and White Protestant 100% Americans 
crammed Philharmonic auditorium the roof see big show 
presenting musical, dance, dramatic and vocal numbers put 
themselves and such volunteer professionals Comedian Phil 
Silvers, the Pied Pipers singers and the young folks’ idol himself, 
Frank Sinatra. 


High spot the enormously successful affair was round-table 
panel emceed which was followed Sinatra presenting 
committee Pan-Am Dancers the Brotherhood Award “for 


your outstanding leadership the fundamental principles 
brotherhood.” 


And the kids have come through, with little intelligent adult 
help, thoroughgoing democratic fashion from which their 
elders could easily learn 


The few older workers who have helped the youngsters along 
point out that whatehas been accomplished largely due

The most recent activity the Pan-American Dance Group was 
the presentation the musical drama, “Harmony Flat.” 
presented the nights August 27, and Roosevelt 
High School auditorium. this written, the young people 
are still sweat set building, costume sewing, rehearsals and 
script conference, the latter with screen writer Kay Seller, who 
writing pretty much what the kids tell her. 

The show involves much music and dancing, mythical fairy god- 
father, and story revolving around the building house for 
boy and girl who can’t get married till they get house.
